The total aboard was esti¬ 
mated at 350 persons, many 
of them women and children, 
but the number lost may 
never be determined.

E VE#l since the large conversion 
loans of last year and the dis¬ 
closure then that the Dominion had 
entered a period of deficit financing 
there has been uncertainty about 
plans for future development in Can¬ 
ada. This week the Bank of Canada 
rediscount rate rose again for the 
eighth consecutive time, increasing 
to 5.16 per cent from 5.01 in the 
previous period. As this is the rate 
which sets the pace for many forms 
of borrowing through the chartered 
banks and otherwise, the general 
level of interest rates across Canada 
may rise in consequence C anadian 
National Railway refinancing on a 5 
per cent coupon basis, wholly 
guaranteed by the Dominion, is an¬ 
other evidence of the same thing. 

Commenting this week on the in¬ 
decision in corporation and other 
business circles resulting from the 
trend in interest rates, the lack of 
stability in the bond market and con¬ 
tinuing high level of equities, Mr. C. 
D. Howe, former minister of produc¬ 
tion, made two suggestions. One was 
that the government should give the 
earliest possible indication that the 
present budgetary deficits are tem¬ 
porary and will be balanced or turn¬ 
ed into a surplus when the slack in 
Canada's economy has been taken up. 
The other called for re-examination 
of the current nature of unemploy¬ 


ment, which is not following cus¬ 
toms ry seasonal influences. 

A condition in which gilt-edged 
securities in a country have difficulty 
in finding a market even with full 
government backing, and the highest 
level of interest rates since 1631, is 
not a usual one. When this is coupled 
with inflationary swings on the stock 
market to the extent that has been 
true of the first quarter of this year 
there is some cause for concern. It 
may well be that this phase of Can¬ 
ada’s economy is a temporary one, 
but it is unfortunate in the sense 
that full and normal development 
plans of business are not likely to be 
proceeded with so long as such 
uncertainty continues. High interest 
rates of themselves would act as a 
brake on the wheel: it is the under¬ 
tone of inflationary pressure that is 
disturbing. 

The proposal for a closer study 
of unemployment also appears worth¬ 
while. The character of many enter¬ 
prises. manufacturing and otherwise, 
is changing; new techniques and 
automation have altered some former 
patterns of production: and while full 
job insurance on a nation-wide basis 
may be a social service concept it 
is difficult to attain. Most marked of 
all has been the anti-seasonal shift 
in unemployment rosters. These are 
changes which should be examined. 


Waste of Public Money 


P UBLIC accounts committees of 
the Hoi^e of Commons and the 
provincial legislature are the watch¬ 
dogs of the public purse, and the one 
at Ottawa appears to be on the job. 
The Commons committee is about to 
launch a full-scale investigation into 
the circumstances behind a Royal 
Canadian Air Force bill of $314. 
For an organ of parliament examin¬ 
ing expenditures running into the 4 * * * * 
millions and billions to pick on one 
of $314 may appear rather small ^ 
potatoes, but the results of the in- 
auiry could reach a lot farther than 
that one item. 

What arrested the attention of a 
member of the committee was the 
fact that the taxpayers had been 
billed for $314 to move an RCAF 
officer’s furniture and effects, not 
from one city to another far away 
but a distance of a mere half-mile. 
The amount of the charge was var¬ 
iously described by members of the 
public accounts committee as “out¬ 
rageous,” “fantastic” and a waste of 


the taxpayers* money. One MP re¬ 
marked that he himself had moved 
farther than that $35. It does not 
appear to have occurred to anyone 
on the committee that the RCAF 
also is amply equipped with trans¬ 
port vehicles of its own able to take 
on the job of moving furniture. 

Officers and men of the service* 
are constantly on the move from sta¬ 
tion to station in the normal and pre¬ 
sumably necessary changes of duty, 
and it is reasonable that they should 
be saved the expense of transferring 
their furniture and effects. Where 
long distances kre Involved It Is no 
doubt also sound economy Jo hire 
movers, but to do so for a‘distance 
of half a mile within the confines 
of the same station and call on the 
public to pay $314 for it certainly is 
outrageous. The total cost of all 
service moves in a year runs into an 
enormous figure. If the bill for a haul 
of a few hundred yards can be pad¬ 
ded. what about those of thousands 
of miles? 


Grace Lacking 


A CABINET minister has the right 
to dispense with the services of 
an official of his department, or to 
rearrange the duties of his ministry 
If this seems necessary. No govern¬ 
ment department could function 
properly if this prerogative were not 
inherent The presumption would be 
of course that changes would be 
made without personal bias, and that 
they would be consistent with fair 
play. 

It becomes a serious matter 
nevertheless when a senior official 
having 28 years' service is dismissed. 
Pension rights alone are important 
to such an official, and to have them 
cut off without warning is a severe 
blow to normal concept* of civil 
service employment. Security of ten¬ 
ure is one of the chief rewards of 
government service and should this 
become suspect it would undermine 
the morale of all civil servants. 

In the case of Mr. Give Campbell 


It is apparent that whatever the cause 
business relations between the chief 
public works architect and his min¬ 
ister, Mr. Chant, had deteriorated. It 
is no light matter to dismiss a senior 
official who has won past promotion 
under the same government, how¬ 
ever. It must be assumed the minister 
felt the move necessary for the best 
interests of his department; other¬ 
wise the rupture would not be ex¬ 
plainable. 

Anart from all else, what has been 
questioned is the summary manner in 
which Mr. Campbell's services were 
terminated. His lengthy service war¬ 
ranted a more courteous procedure. 
If departmental changes made hi* de¬ 
parture necessary, and some other 
appointment in lieu was not possible, 
at least there might have been a 
touch of grace to the termination. 
It is a pitv it could not have been 
effected without the acrimony that 
has resulted.

T HE birds are returning from their 
winter migration to the south, 
and I have Just returned from a 
month’s sojourn in the same region. 

With the birds it is the migratory 
Instinct that impels them to flock to¬ 
gether and take their flight before 
the winter actually arrives. With ma 
it waa the instinct of self preserva¬ 
tion from a perpetual flu that threat¬ 
ened to develop into pneumonia that 
urged me to take flight to a warmer 
clime.

Waiting at the airport was not un¬ 
like preparing to board an Atlantic 
liner, and as one stepped into the 
aisle of the plane the sensation was 
no different from that of entering a 
transcontinental railway train. Sit¬ 
ting down by the window and gazing 
at the gaunt wing of the plane and 
realizing the enormous weight of the 
whole structure with Its human, and 
material freight, my first reaction 
was one of incredulity. How was it 
possible that this whalelike creature 
of man, with a hundred Jonahs in ita 
belly, could lift Itself from the 
ground, much less soar into the 
skies?

Mortal man himself was surely a 
wonder-worker In that he could 
create a mechanical bird that could

•heavens gate’* beyond the lark. 
"What Is man that thou art mindful 
of him?” said the Psalmist. Looking 
down from the height of 15.000 feet 
the surface of the earth was unrolled 
like a map. Great, sprawling cftlee 
with their towering skyscrapers, and 
innumerable mercantile, industrial 
and residential structures were re¬ 
duced to miniature models. And as 
for their teeming inhabitants, they 
could hardly be detected under, a 
microscope. 

From this bird’s eye view*, moun¬ 
tains were diminished Into mole hills, 
big lakes were duck ponds and 
mighty rivers wriggled like tape¬ 
worms across the earthsrape. Com¬ 
pared with all that, man was a mere 
Insect. And yet it was man who de¬ 
signed and built those highly organ¬ 
ized cities and created this flying 
monster from which I was looking 
down and focusing the picture of hia 
entire dominion in the insect lens of 
my eye. »

At once I was proud of my rela¬ 
tionship to the creature that could 
in turn create a world within a world, 
and humbled by his and my own in¬ 
significance amid the fleeting years 
of time and the vastness of the uni¬ 
verse, of which this planet is but a 
dark speck In the Milky Way. 

From that height one has a broad 
vision of humanity and all Its social, 
national add International problems 
are seen in perspective. It occurred 
to me as I looked down that here waa 
the proper place for a summit con¬ 
ference. The higher up the better - 
Indeed It might be well to postpone 
the conference until the scientists had 
“conquered" space and that decisive 
meeting could be held on the moon. 
The summiteers and their retinue 
could be given a one-way ticket and 
supplied with atom\c bombs with 
which they could mutually agree to 
settle their differences and save man¬ 
kind by proxy from self-extermina¬ 
tion. 



T W O of the scientists who are 
putting Canada into the space 
picture sat across the desk from me 
the other day, an¬ 
swering the ques¬ 
tions I fired at 
them, and opening 
my mind to the 
magnitude of their 
ambitions and the 
mysteries of their 
quest. 

Their project Is 
simply — no, not 
simply; rather, compllcatedly-to de¬ 
sign and manufacture 50 pounds of 
sky searching scientific Instruments 
to go inside an earth satellite which 
American scientists will put Into orbit 
two years from now. 

A team of 10 government scientists 
and engineers has been working on 
the instruments since January, under 
the direction of R» Keith Brown. Once 
the instruments are successfully In 
orbit 400 mile* up. in a .TOinch fiber¬ 
glass and plastic sphere, their find¬ 
ings will be radioed to the ground, to 
scientists like Dr. Eldon Warren Who 
will intepret them. 

★ * * 

Satellites launched so far have all 
been national projects either Ameri¬ 
can or Russian. This stil| unnamed 
fibreglass ball will be the fruit of in¬ 
ternational effort not as an end in 
Itself, but simply because the Ameri¬ 
cans need the help of Canadian scien¬ 
tific brains in a study of the upper 
layers of the earth's atmosphere. 

This area, known as the iono¬ 
sphere, is from 70 to perhaps 500 or 
600 miles up. In a sense it la the top¬ 
soil of our atmosphere. It is com¬ 
posed of electrically charged particles 
of gas, and it la the vital shield of all 
life on earth against destruction by 
the sun's radiation. Without It, we d 
fry.

Shrimp Rampant

A few year* later, one of 
these volumes brought $9 000 
to Its owner. Today no one 
dares estimate Just what the 
collection might be worth. 

Among the 1.000 sheets of 
parchment, noted professors 
of ancient Christianity have 
found 20 pages of sayings of 
Jesus as recorded by St. 
Thomas the Apostle, a "Gospel 
of Thomas' rated as im¬ 
portant as the famous Dead 
Sea scrolls. 

LEGAL DISPUTES

Considering the great age 
of the documents- dating 
from the third or fourth cen 
turies AD the writing la sur¬ 
prisingly clear and legible. 

Experts say the volumes 
were preserved because they 
Were covered In the Jar with 
a fine powdery Egyptian soil 
called “sehakh.” 

NEW HISTORY 

Aside from the “Gospel of 
Thomas." the documents are 
mostly important Gnostic 
iearly Christian', manu¬ 
scripts, including probably the 
oldest Gnostic document in 
the world, believed to have 
been written around 130 or 
140 AD. It is an “Apocryphon 
of John." including what 
some scholars describe as a 
'magnificent description of 
the unknown God and a revo 
lutionary description of the 
history of mankind.” 

The experts say one volume 
contains an unusual view of 
the history of the Jews, the 
fhmd and other phases of 
ancient Biblical history—“a 
view that is opposite to that 
r a e ordad In the Old Testa¬ 
ment.”

day of the English season re¬ 
cently wheij?Derek Pearson, a 
youthful Worcester fast 
bowler, was called five times 
for throwing/ A ripple of ap- j 
prehension went through the 
ranks of county cricketer* 
and several established bowl 
ers were reported spending 
extra hours of praetice trying 
to correct their delivery. 

But it will take more than 
a few hours at the nets to 
solve England’s second bowl¬ 
ing problem. the steady 
erosion ol spin-bowling talent.

Laker. 37 years old and suf¬ 
fering from arthritis in his 
spinning finger, showed only 
flashes of the form that devas 
tated England's opponents in 
earlier years. Lock. 30, ha* a 
trirk knee and a fondness for 
throwing. Wardle talked him¬ 
self out of first class cricket 
before the tour began with a 
series of violent attacks on 
the officials of his Yorkshire 
side.

Garden Notes 
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Biggest Selection in Years 


By M. V. CHE8MT, FRH8 

The garden shop* and stalls 
around town have been blossoming 
out this past week or so with Just 
about the best selection of bedding 
plants and vegetable plants I have 
ever seen. The range of varieties 
being offered is far wider than in 
previous years, and you can pick up 
^-plants to fit into Just about any color 
scheme or into any vegetable crop¬ 
ping program. 

This is a good time to buy and 
plant out the hardier kinds stocks, 
sweet peas, snaps, cabbage and sprout 
plants and the like — but for my 
money, it is still a bit early for the 
more tender typos. The low lying 
areas hereabouts are still getting an 
occasional touch of frost during the 
night and I’d be a bit worried if I 
had tomatoes, beans, zinnias, petunias, 
dahlias or cucumbers set out in the 
open without any protection. 

* * A 

I'll grant you that there is some 
advantage In buying your tomato 
plants early, for you can pick out 
Just the varieties and types you want 
now; later In the month, the plants 
will he picked over and the selection 
won t be as good. You don’t have to 


plant them out right off the hat, 
though, and it isn’t at all a had idea 
to buy them now, but hold them and 
complete the hardeningoff process, 
which may not have been continued 
long enough by the greenhouse op¬ 
erator. 

The trick here Is to give your flats 
of plants all the sun and air possible, 
to acclimatize them to outdoor living 
after their hothouse atmosphere, but 
without exposing them to damaging 
low temperatures. The flats can go 
outdoors in a warm, sunny corner of 
the garden, but bring them indoors or 
into an unheated sunporch or cold- 
frame overnight. Time enough to 
plant them out when the overnight 
low temperature hikes itself up over 
40 degrees and stay* there. 

* A * 

Mind you. this applies only to 

plants in flats or pots. You have no 
option with tomato plants which have 
been dug up out of a nurservman’s 
flat and bundled up in a hit of news¬ 
paper; these must he planted im¬ 
mediately and your best het in their 
case. If you must plant early, is 

to hung them Into the ground and 
cover immediately with hotkaps. 

Later on. as the plants make height, 
the hotkaps can he slit and the plant 


allowed to grow right on up through 
the slit into the open air. 

In selecting tomato plants, don t 
look for the biggest or tallest plants 
in the market. What you want are the 
short, sturdy types with thickish 
stems well furnished with leaves. 
Plants with long gaps on the stem 
between leaves are to be avoided, as 
are plants with thin, spindly tips. 

♦ * * 

The shape of the plant and color of 
the leaves are very revealing, indicat¬ 
ing just what kind of treatment the 
plants have received in infancy. Too. 
tall plants with skinny tips have had 

too much warmth and insufficient 

light. t 

A yellowish cast to the leaves is k 
pretty sure indication that the plant! 
were sown too early and have been in 
their boxes too long and have ex¬ 
hausted the soil. A blue tinge in the 
leaf is the result of a chill and i* 
found in plants where the hardening* 
off p!*ncesS hasn’t been sufficiently 

gradual. 

Ferny, finelr-fut leaves is a sMfe 
indication of virus Infection and 
such plants should he rogued out im¬ 
mediately and put in the incinerator 
before the aphis can spread th* infee* 
tion.

Are You Depressed? 


Are you worried? Tense’ Depress¬ 
ed’ Do you have premonitions and 
vague fears’ Do you feel a sense of 
panic! Do you wake up nights in 
gloom and anxiety? 

You don’t? WAN then. I’m afraid 
to tell you, you aren’t up to date. This 
is the age of anxiety and you're sup¬ 
posed to feel in the dumps most of 
the time. Everybody who is anybody 
says so. It’s the latest among those in 
the know If you aren t filled to the 
brim with anxiety, you aren’t in the 
swim. 

You don't know what to be anxious 
about’ Oh. come. come. There's our 
foreign policy. Isn’t there? And the 
H bomb. and the situation in Africa, 
and inflation, and the missile race - 
how can you Just sit there, hanging 
on to your idiotic optimism? 

If you want to know what a real 


intellectual thinks of you. listen to 
Professor David Riesman of the I’ni- 
versity of Chicago 1 1 quote from 
Best Articles and Stories); “It is hard 
for people like ourselves in the upper- 
middle xlass ... to Imagine the ex¬ 
tent of people's willingness to forget, 
to fail to perceive, to overlook events 
. . . We underestimate the enormous 
apathy which acts as a shield or buf 
fer against anxiety ... We try to 
scare people Into wisdom only to dis- 
cover that they lack the imagination 
to he frightened.” J 

Why, Dr. Riesman goes on. tl^e 
are even public opinion polls to prove 
that people are incurably optimistic. 
During the 1958 recession, consumers 
turned out to be ‘ far from panicky.” 
And after the first Russian sputnik, 
mast people felt aure America would 
soon catch up. 


Of course, consumers w*ere perfect¬ 
ly right not to get panicky in 193*, 
and America has launched a few 
satellites since sputnik. But Dr. Rcis- 
man would never admit such a thing. 
People ought to have, says he, a 
saner fear.” 

I get awfully tired of reading this 
sort of stuff ail over the place. (Time, 
Which once had Dr. Riesman on the 
cover, ran a cover story on Dr. Paul 
Tillich, the Harvard theologian. It 
was all about "existential anxiety” 
and a "shock treatment for the com¬ 
placent.'') 

Years ago. Franklin D. Roosevelt 
said. "We have nothing to fear but 
fear.” Has he been proved wrong? Is 
fear now the intelligent, accepted ap¬ 
proach and is everybody stupid who 
doesn't get panicky seven days a 
week?

If Churchill were suddenly 
to disappear, everything could 
change in a flash The British 
elite might perhaps become 
conscious of the abyss opening 
before them -and might well 
experience a serious shock. 
These British, for whom, in¬ 
directly. we have been fighting 
and who would enjoy the fruits 
of our victory . . . 

We can still snatch victory 
in the final sprint! May we be 
granted the time to do so! 

All we must do is to refuse 
to die- it is as simple as that 
Churchill seems to regard 
himself as a second Pitt. What 
a hope! In 1793 Pitt was 34 
years old. Churchill unfortun¬ 
ately is an old man. capable 
—and only just capable at that 
of carrying out the orders of 
that madman Roosevelt. 

In any case, the situations 
are in no way comparable. 

Take your mind back for a 
moment to the conditions - in 
Pitt’s time. From England s 
point of view he was perfectly 


right in refusing to have any 
truck with Napoleon. By main¬ 
taining. as he did. a firm atti¬ 
tude under impossible condi¬ 
tions. he was safeguarding 
for his country- such chance as 
it had of playing the role which 
subsequently fell to its lot in 
the 19th century. It was a 
policy designed to preserve 
the. existence of his country. 

Churchill, by refusing to 
come to terms with me. has 
condemned his country to a 
policy of suicide. He has made 
the same mistakes as those 
generals make who wage a 
war according to the principles 
of the preceding war. 

There are now elements 
which it is impossible to fit 
into such a schema of things. 

The crucial new factor is 
the existence of those two 
giants, the United States and 
Russia. 

Pitt's England ensured the 
balance of world power by- 
preventing any- hegemony in 
Europe by preventing Napo¬ 
leon. that is, from attaining 
his goal. 

Churchill’s England, on the 
other hand, should do all that 


it can to ensure the unification 
of Furope. if it wishes to pre 
serve that same balance of 
power. 

GRASPS truth 

At the beginning of this war 
I did my utmost to act as 
though I believed Churchill to 
be capable of grasping the 
truth of this great policy; and 
in his lucid moments he is. 
Indeed, capable of grasping it. 
But for a long time now he 
has been hound hand and f6ot 
to the Jewish chariot. My oh 
ject in trying to come to terms 
with England was to avoid 
creating an irreparable situa¬ 
tion in the West. Later, when 
I attacked eastwards and 
lanced the Communist ah 
scess, I hoped thereby to re 
kindle a spark of common 
sense in the minds of the 
Western Powers. I gave them 
the chance, without lifting a 
finger, of making a contribu¬ 
tion to an act of catharsis, in 
which they could have safely- 
left the task of disinfecting 
the West in our hands a lode. 
But the hatred felt by those 
hypocrites for a man of good 
faith is stronger than their 
sense of self preservation. 

I had underestimated the 
power of Jewish domination 
over Churchill s England 

During the decisive period 
between 1930 and 1940, the 
situation was quite different 
from that which obtained at 
the time of Pitt and Napoleon. 
IJWT PRIDF. 

Europe, exhausted by a 
great war. had lost her pride 
of place, and her role as leader 
was no longer recognized. It 
was still one of the centres 
of attraction on earth, but one 
which was steadily losing its 
importance in the face of the 
growing might of the United 
States of America, of the 
Russo Asiatic colossus and of 
the empire of the Rising Surf. 

If fate had granted to an 
ageing and enfeebled Britain 
a new Pitt instead of this Jew 
ridden, half-American drunk¬ 
ard, the new Pitt w-ould at 
once have recognized that 


Britain’* traditional policy of 
balance of power would now 
have to be applied on a dif¬ 
ferent scale, and this time on 
a world wide scale. Instead of 
maintaining. creating and 
adding fuel to European 
rivalries Britain ought to do 
her utmost to encourage and 
bring about a unification of 
Europe. Allied to a united 
Europe, she would then still 
retain the chance of being 
able to play the part of 
arbiter in world affairs.

Normally these germs live 
harmlessly in the bowels and 
other organs, said Dr. Max¬ 
well Finland. In 1535 deaths 
from them were almost un 
known. 

Now they are causing an 
increase in fatalities, said Fin¬ 
land. associate professor of 
medicine at Harvard. 

He theorized that either 
man’s resistance has been low¬ 
ered because the wonder 
drugs reduce infections and 
thereby his chance to develop 
immunity to new germs or 
that the dormant germs’’ may 
have been held in check by 
substances secreted by killer 
germs which are being elimin¬ 
ated by the wonder drugs. 

Finland also said that 
staphyicoccus germs, once 
checked b> wonder drugs, 
have developed resistance and 
are killing more people than 
ever. He spoke to the Associa¬ 
tion of American Physicians.

LONDON (CP) — The 
chastened rulers of English 
cricket are doing their best to 
persuade bowlers to bend the 
elbow less and to perfect their 
spin. 

The Msrylebone Cricket 
Gub is not interested in pro¬ 
ducing s generation of tee¬ 
totallers and ballet dancers. 
Its concern fs to stamp out the 
Illegal practice of throwing 
the hall Instead of howling it 
and to find replacements for 
the a*ing contingent of slow 


howlers who carry the brunt 
of England's attack. 

Both project* are a result 
of last winter's Australian 
tour, in which England lost 
the Ashes to the Aussie* and 
managed only a single draw 
$n the five Test Matches. 

The throwing In that series 
was done by Australian bowl¬ 
er*. whose jerky, bent arm he 
livery was denounced by visit¬ 
ing British spoils writers, 
acknowledged by Australian 
spectators and ignored by 
Australian umpires.

made plain on the opening 
day of the English season re¬ 
cently when Derek Pearson, a 
youthful Worcester fast 
howler, was called five time* 
for throwing. A ripple of ap 
prehension went through the 
ranks of county cricketers 
and several established howl¬ 
ers were reported spending 
extra hours of practice trying 
to correct their delivery. 

But it will take more than 
a few hours at the net* to 
solve England's second howl¬ 
ing problem. the steady 
erosion ol spin-bowling talent. 


For years. England ha* relied 
on Surrey's redoubtable Jim 
Laker and Tony Lock in in¬ 
ternational competition, oc¬ 
casionally dropping one or the 
other to give Johnny Wardle, 
the Yorkshire lefthander, a 
chance. Nobody else had a 
look in and aspiring young 
sters concentrated on speed 
rather than spin. 

Today the w’oods are full of 
w illing fast howler*. But It be 
came evident in Austr«lia 
that the English side is 
rapidly approaching the point 
where it has plenty ol va- 


! cancies for spinners and few- 
qualified applicants to fill 
them. 

Laker. 37 years old and suf¬ 
fering from arthritis in his 
spinning finger, showed only 
flashes of the form that devas¬ 
tated England's opponents In 
earlier year*. Lock. 30, has a 
trick knee and a fondness for 
throwing. Wardle talked him¬ 
self out of first-class cricket 
before the tour began with a 
series of violent attacks on 
the officials of his Yorkshire 
side. 

t The MCC began an experi¬ 


mental summer by naming 
Tom Greenhough. an 18 year- 
old leg break expert from 
Lancashire, to join an all star 
side against Yorkshire. Green- 
hough. who doesn't play regu¬ 
larly for hia county, performed 
reahectahly enough, claiming 
five wickets. 

More candidates are in the 
offing. But it takes time for 
a spinner to develop tha guile 
to fool first-class batsmen 
with any degree of consist¬ 
ency. The new crop’s forma¬ 
tive years may he expensive 
years for England.
